ReWFOlet dated December 13, 1957. 

Relet requested that interested offices be 
alert for public source material which would indicate 
that Israeli Government representatives and military- 
personnel who toured the United States for '‘Bonds for 
Israel” had injected political propaganda in their 
speeches. 


A review of the following magazine and news- 
paper articles revealed that Various Israeli officials 
had spokaiat bond drives in the Chicago area. However, 
there was no indication that political propaganda was 
contained in their speeches. 

The January 23, 1958, edition of “The Sentinel” 
revealed that Mrs* MOSHE DAYAN, wife of the Chief of 
Staff of the Israel Array, would be the featured speaker 
at a luncheon held by the Women* s Division of the Greater 
Chicago Committee for State of Israel Bonds on January 
30, 1958. 


The February 27, 1958, edition of “The Sentinel” 
revealed that Brigadier General DAI? TOLKOWSKY, Commander 
of the Israel Air Force, would be a guest speaker at a 
dinner to be held by the Gorabined Jewish Appeal of Metro- 
politan Chicago on March 12, 1958. 

The March 12, 1958, edition of the “Chicago Sun 
Times" also carried an article pertaining to TOLKOWSKY »s 
speech before the Combined Jewish Appeal of Metropolitan 
Chicago. 
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The March 13, 1958, edition of "The Sentinel" 
revealed that MOSHE SHARETT, former Prime Minister of 
Israel, would speak at a dinner held by the Combined 
Jewish Appeal on March 19, 1958. 

The May 1, 1958, edition of "The Sentinel" revealed 
that Colonel GIDEON ELROM, Israel Air Force Officer who com- 
manded Israelis first air squadron during their struggle for 
independence, and Doctor BERNARD CASPER, Dean of Students at 
the Hebrew University, Jerusalem, and the former Chaplain of 
the British- Jewish Brigade during the war in Israel would be 
the featured speakers at t:© fund-raising dinners held by the 
Combined Jewish Appeal of Metropolitan Chicago on May 5 end 
6, 1958* respectively. 

The May 22, 1958, edition of "The Sentinel" revealed 
that Colonel SHOSHANA GERSHOM, Commander in Chief of the 
Women* s Corps of the Israel Army, would speak at an Israel 
bond luncheon at Chicago on May 28, 1958. 

In all instances these articles indicated the 
speakers would talk on items of historical significance 
in connection with Israel, current progress end conditions 
in Israel, and other such topics of a general nature. 

In view of the above, Chicago will maintain this 
case in a closed status but will continue to be alert for 
public source information pertaining to speeches made by 
Israeli officials in the Chicago area. RUC 
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
